The police may ask you to sign a statement but you do rot nave to,nor do 
you have to sign anytning in police custody. 
The police should charge you if they have enouga evidence and if tney 
nave not ask are they going to charge you.if you are unfortunately charged 
ask wnat you are being charged for and ask for a Charge Sheet which is a 
document for the court which will list the charge(s). It will help you 
prepare your defence when you see your solicitor. 


CAUTiON: 
Ihe police are supposed to caution you when they have sufficient evidence 
to charge you and before they ask you anymore questions.The caution goes; 
"You are not obliged to say anything unless you wish to do so but wnat 

you say may be taken down in writing and may be given in evidence! 
If you do'not wisn to say anything or make a written statement and ask 
police are they going to caution you,This will give you formal notice 

that you can remain silent when they hace cautioned you,You can tell them 
you have notning to say but then азк to see a solicitor,

Arrest Under Emergency Powers 


The rrevention of terrorism «ct I976 and the imergency Fowers act 1978 
give the police and army wide powers and these powers relate to questiori- 
ng, search, seizure, exclusion from =ritain and arrest and detention etC..., 
The police and army use the 2.2.- in relation to detain those suspected 
to ce involved with proscriced organisations such as Т.Н.А. and the 0.7.7, 
Cffences under the act range from wearing terets to financing or organis- 
ing activities relating to these groups.it goes needless to say to have 
nothing to do witn these political paramilitaries as trey do not nelp to 
promote peace but ine their oppressive solcutions and tne only reason

If you go to Britain you may be detained under the P.T.a. act from 2 to 
7 days until an exclusion order is issued against you are sent Бас} io 
N.iveland.If you are arrested in britain ask to see а warrant and i попе 
is produced ask why you are being arrested.You have the right to re.ain 
silent. and to see a solicitor from the Legal aid panel and ask to see or 
telephone a relative.You will be arrested as a suspect terrorist.If they 
serve you with an emclusion order you will nave to return home or you may 
appeal in writting to tne Secretary of State on certain grouds such as 
work or family ties in Britain,The Secretary of State may send someone to 
see you and discuss your appeal.Make sure you nave been given notice of 

an exclusion order and show it to your solicitor. 

The E.P.a. 2с does not work in England so you can't be photographed or 
fingerprinted there without your consent or without a court order, You may 
be in jail for up to one week and ask to see your solicitor as soon as 
possible.if the exclusion order is issued you may not return back to 
Britain till it is lifted. 


SEARCH AND SsIZUts: 
Under the Z.P.À. act the army or police can enter premises or house,day or 
nignt,without. a warrant searching for suspects,explosives and arms,.Ihey 
can take anything relating to the suspect and they will of course take 
away arms and arrest the occupants.In blanket searches (searches carried 
out in the early hours of the morning on a large number of homes) the army 
anà police will te authorised in the search by a high ranking officer. 
If they come io your door ask to see tne officer in charge and ask nim why 
he is searching your Bouse and get nis name and rank and make sure you 
accompany the search party.lf there is any damage caused during iae search 
aake а note cf it and inform the officer in caarge that you intend to ciain 
compensation for the demage caused. The army at the conclusion of their 
search may 28k you to sign a paper stating tnat ine search уаз carried out 
апа to your sfaction and that no damage was done. ou do not nave to 

у апа ould not sign it if you are no$ satisfied.
